School Supervisor's Report, 

We left West Liberty Monday ; 
morning July 15, to begin our 
first experience in the work of 
School Supervision. Arriving at 
Vriglev, we proceeded on foot 
to the schoolhouse half mile a- 
way. We,^soon found ourselves 
In a building 22x36 feet, of such 
ve lerable age as to have the ap- 
perance of having outlived its 
top, tTiei’e being many places 
that looked as if more than air 
could pour through. There were 
three rows of seats in the house 
taking up'all the available floor 
space, some patent desks and 
some of the familiar type known 
as the “home made kind’’ with 
seating capacity for 40 pupils. 
But a count showed ninty-two 
pupils ready tp begin work. Miss 
Lula Walsh ^as the only teacher 
employed for the work, and she 
looked as*if her friends had all 
j^prsaken her, for the situa'ioi 
was beyond her control.

Kentucky this summer. 

Tbe circular la ae follows: 

Points About School Election Laws 

For Womon Using the School Suf- 
rage in Rural Districts. 

WHEN AND WHERE TO VOTE. 

Vote tbe first Saturday afternoon in 
August from 1 until 5 o'clock at the 
school house In each sub-dlstrlcL in 
which tbe term of tbe trustee expires, 
this year. The officers of election are 
chosen by tbe voters at tbe opening 
of the polls. (This does not apply to 
gradsd common acbool elections. 

These Eligible to the Office of School 
Truetee. 

Any woman who is over twenty-one 
years of age and has been a resident 
of tbs district for sixty days is ellglbls 
to tbe office of school trustee, provided 
she is able to read end write, aa 
shown by a certificate of five reepoasl- 
ble eltliene of the sub-district. 

The Question of Local Taxation. 

On tbe first Satitrday in AugusL 
also, many sub-districts will vote on 
the question whether or not a special 
local school tax is to be levied. Such 
a question can not be voted on unless 
fifteen .days' notice has been given by 
written qr printed handbills posted 
in at least five of the most public 
^places in the sub-district'

In Third and Fourth-Claea cities the 
School Board coniista of two mem- 
bera from each ward, elected by tbe 
city at large (or four yeara.
